Hi Cary- 

It is more difficult for us to look up information w/out the drug lab certificate number (it is the same number as the one on the 
evidence bag), but I tried looking up the four names anyways and this is what I found out. We have no record for 3 of the names 
you gave me since the start of 2008. When looking up I found the 

following 2 entries: 


def. et al; submitted on 5/19/10 by Det. Kevin Burnham, analyzed by me on 6/10/10, evidence = white 

chunks in I pb (= 0.12 grams cocaine) 

def. submitted on 5/27/10 by Det. Kevin Burnham, analyzed byjim Hanchett on 6/17/10, evidence 

= white chunks in 3 pbs (I pb analyzed = 0.08 grams cocaine) 

I'm not sure which one is the one that you need. Kevin should have the drugs as well as the certificates. If we were to print out 
another certificate and fax it to you, the notary date would be different than on the original, and I don't know if it would matter in 
court if it were a faxed copy or not. Also, Jim is in Pittsfield today, so if that is the certificate that you need, we wouldn't be able to 
get that to you today. Additionally, I have testified in court w/out the certificates ever being entered into evidence (our testimony as 
to what the results are (which is what would be on the certificates) is what is important). I would probably suggest trying to get in 
touch with Kevin again — hope some of this helped.
